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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  Summer  School  was  established  at  the  College  in  May,  1915, 
by  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  held  its  first  session  in 
1916.  A  six  or  eleven  weeks  session  has  been  held  every  summer  since 
that  date. 

The  1956  summer  session  will  be  eleven  weeks  in  length,  begin- 
ning June  11  and  ending  August  24. 

The  first  term  will  consist  of  six  weeks,  beginning  June  11  and 
ending  July  20  during  which  classes  will  be  conducted  five  days  per 
week. 

The  second  term  will  consist  of  five  weeks,  beginning  July  23 
and  ending  August  24  during  which  classes  will  be  conducted  six 
days  per  week. 

Admission  of  Men 

The  College  will  be  opened  officially  to  men  students,  as  well  as 
women  students,  on  September  17,  1956.  However,  those  men  who 
live  within  commuting  distance  of  Montevallo,  or  who  wish  to  make 
their  own  rooming  arrangements  in  town,  and  who  can  meet  the  en- 
trance requirements  to  the  College,  may  be  officially  admitted  for  work 
toward  their  degrees  this  summer.  Those  who  wish  to  do  so  may  take 
their  meals  in  the  College  dining  rooms. 

In  accordance  with  the  aim  of  the  Summer  School  to  serve  public 
education  in  the  State  to  the  fullest  possible  extent,  a  special  effort  is 
made  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  wishing  to  obtain  or  to  reinstate 
certificates;  of  teachers  and  others  wishing  credit  toward  degrees;  of 
public  school  teachers  wishing  to  study  modern  methods  of  teaching 
any  grade  of  school  work;  of  students  enrolled  in  the  regular  session 
at  this  and  other  colleges  who  wish  to  make  up  work  or  to  accelerate 
the  normal  time  required  for  graduation;  of  those  desiring  special 
work  in  home  economics,  music,  art,  speech,  physical  education,  social 
service,  secretarial  science,  and  other  special  fields;  of  those  desiring 
to  teach  in  junior  or  senior  high  school  or  to  secure  additional  training 
in  that  field;  of  those  wishing  a  thorough  course  in  public  school 
music;  of  those  wishing  general  physical  education  courses  preparatory 
to  teaching  that  subject,  to  coaching  athletics,  or  doing  recreation  work; 
of  those  interested  in  repertory  classes  in  violin,  piano,  and  organ;  of 
those  desiring  high  school  credit.  Both  graduate  and  undergraduate 
courses  will  be  available. 

Courses  are  offered  in  art,  biology,  chemistry  and  physics,  educa- 
tion, English,  history,  home  economics,  mathematics,  modern  lang- 
uages, music,  physical  education,  psychology,  secretarial  science,  soci- 
ology, social  work,  and  speech. 

By  attending  the  entire  eleven  weeks,  a  student  may  complete  a 
year's  work  in  such  fundamental  courses  as  biology,  chemistry,  English, 
history,  mathematics,  and  modern  languages. 
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The  Summer  School  and  Present  Needs 

The  summer  school  program  this  summer  has  been  planned  to 
meet  the  most  pressing  of  the  educational  needs  of  the  state,  both  on 
the  undergraduate  and  graduate  basis. 

Graduate  Division 

Beginning  with  the  summer  school  of  1955,  Alabama  College  of- 
fered a  program  of  graduate  study,  limited  to  the  field  of  elementary 
education  and  principally  to  the  summer  session,  which  led  to  a  Mas- 
ter's degree  and  a  Class  A  Elementary  Professional  teaching  certifi- 
cate. This  program  will  be  continued  in  the  1956  summer  session. 

The  1956  summer  session  will  begin  a  graduate  program  for  sec- 
ondary school  teachers  in  certain  fields  leading  to  the  Master  of  Art 
and  the  Master  of  Science  degrees  and  to  the  Class  A  Secondary  Pro- 
fessional and  the  Class  A  Elementary-Secondary  Professional  certifi- 
cates. This  program  will  offer  this  summer  courses  toward  majors  in 
the  following  fields: 

Art 

Biology 

Chemistry 

Health,  Physical  Education   and  Recreation 

Home  Economics 

Physics 

Psychology  (Guidance  and  Counseling) 

Speech   (General  Speech  and  Speech  Correction) 

Courses  leading  to  other  majors  will  be  added  in  subsequent  years. 

Those  desiring  to  begin  graduate  work  this  summer  should  write 
for  the  graduate  division  bulletin  and  for  an  application  for  admission 
to  the  graduate  division.  Since  one  of  the  requirements  for  admission 
to  the  graduate  division  is  a  C+  average  on  undergraduate  work,  it  is 
important  to  have  the  application  filled  out  and  returned  to  the  Regis- 
trar or  Director  of  the  Graduate  Program  together  with  a  transcript  of 
all  undergraduate  credits  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  opening  of 
the  summer  session. 

In  the  description  of  courses  given  in  this  bulletin  to  be  offered 
this  summer,  courses  numbered  300  and  400  which  are  starred  (*)  are 
open  to  graduates  and  undergraduates  and  will  carry  undergraduate  or 
graduate  credit.  Courses  numbered  500  are  open  only  to  graduate  stu- 
dents and  will  carry  only  graduate  credit. 

Acceleration  of  College  Graduation 

In  most  curricula  a  beginning  college  student  can  finish  the  regu- 
lar four-year  program  at  Alabama  College  by  attending  three  regular 
sessions  and  three  full  summer  sessions.  A  student  can  graduate  a  se- 
mester earlier  than  normal  by  attending  a  full  summer  session  and 
another  five  or  six  weeks   term  of  a  summer  session.   This  summer, 
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additional  courses  will  continue  to  be  offered  during  the  summer  ses- 
sion in  order  that  this  speed-up  program  may  be  made  easier  to  ac- 
complish. 

In  response  to  the  increased  demand  for  trained  workers  in  sev- 
eral fields,  the  following  curricula  will  be  strengthened  by  additional 
courses  this  summer: 

Teacher  Training 

The  scarcity  of  well  trained  elementary  school  teachers  in  Ala- 
bama and  the  nation  is  a  critical  problem. 

The  Alabama  College  Summer  School  is  attempting  to  help  supply 
more  teachers  by  setting  up  its  teacher  training  workshop  program,  by 
liberalizing  its  training,  by  the  introduction  of  Bachelor  of  Science  cur- 
ricula for  the  training  of  both  elementary  and  high  school  teachers, 
by  a  graduate  program  for  both  elementary  and  secondary  school  teach- 
ers in  certain  fields,  and  by  preparing  teachers  for  certificates  lower 
than  those  based  on  college  graduation.  Alabama  College  has  been 
granted  the  privilege  of  applying  for  the  Class  E  and  Class  D  certifi- 
cates for  teachers  who  meet  the  requirements,  provided  these  teachers 
have  previously  held  lower  type  certificates. 

WORKSHOPS,   CLINICS,   INSTITUTES 

Speech  and  Hearing  Clinic 
June   11 -July  20 

The  residential  clinic  offered  for  the  first  time  last  summer,  giv- 
ing therapy  to  children  of  school  age  with  speech  defects  and  to  chil- 
dren who  are  hard  of  hearing,  will  be  offered  again  during  the  first 
term  of  the  1956  Summer  Session.  A  daily  program,  directed  by  a 
clinic  supervisor,  relates  the  work  of  the  child  with  special  speech 
needs  to  the  child  with  normal  speech  needs.  The  work,  both  group 
and  individual  as  need  indicates,  will  be  carried  on  in  the  elementary 
school. 

Regular  periods  of  rest  and  recreation  are  included  in  the  pro- 
gram. The  fine  facilities  of  the  campus,  including  the  swimming  pool, 
are  available  for  these  activities. 

The  clinic  affords  the  therapy  so  vital  to  the  child  as  well  as  the 
opportunity  for  supervised  therapy  training  for  speech  correction  ma- 
jors and  for  observation  to  other  interested  professional  personnel. 

Campus  housing,  under  the  care  of  an  especially  appointed  house- 
mother, is  arranged  for  a  limited  number  of  children.

June   11 -July  20 

A  grant  for  an  Institute  for  High  School  Science  Teachers  was 
recently  awarded  to  Alabama  College.  The  Institute  will  serve  the 
Southeastern  States.  Outstanding  teachers  for  courses  in  Advanced  Gen- 
eral Biology,  Advanced  General  Chemistry,  Advanced  General  Physics, 
Selected  Topics  in  Biology,  Chemistry,  and  Physics,  and  Methods  of 
Teaching  Science  in  the  High  School,  are  provided  by  funds  from  the 
grant.  Visiting  lecturers  will  discuss  recent  discoveries  in  science. 

The  grant  will  provide  $200  scholarships,  plus  additional  amounts 
for  dependents,  for  65  high  school  science  teachers.  Alabama  College 
will  award  free  tuition  scholarships  to  25  additional  teachers.  For  in- 
formation write:  Dr.  Paul  Bailey,  Department  of  Biology,  Alabama 
College,   Montevallo,  Alabama. 


Workshop  on  Resource   Education 
June   11 -July  20 

Alabama  College  will  sponsor  for  the  thirteenth  time  a  workshop 
dealing  with  the  state's  resources — human  and  natural.  Each  of  the 
major  resource  fields  will  be  surveyed  briefly  by  the  entire  group.  Fol- 
lowing study  and  discussion  by  the  group,  experts  in  the  various  re- 
source fields  will  be  invited  to  work  with  the  group.  At  all  times  an 
attempt  will  be  made  to  relate  the  program  of  the  workshop  to  that 
of  the  community  resource  use  and  planning  in  those  places  in  which 
the  participants  live  and  teach. 

Those  participating  in  the  workshop  may  earn  six  semester  hours 
of  credit  if  full  time  is  devoted  to  it.  Those  devoting  half-time  to 
the  workshop  may  earn  three  semester  hours  of  credit.  Credit  may  be 
secured  in  Geography  332,  three  hours  of  Social  Science  or  electives. 

Students  who  have  spent  a  previous  summer  in  full-time  work  in 
the  workshop  may  earn  three  semester  hours  credit  in  the  workshop 
by  taking  Social  Science  S450,  Special  Problems  in  Resource  Use,  for 
three  hours. 
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Summer  Workshop  Program  and   Demonstration 

School  for  Teachers 

June  11 -July  20 

Alabama  College  will  again  set  up  a  Summer  Workshop  program 
and  Demonstration  School  during  the  first  term  of  the  summer  session. 
A  staff  of  three  full-time  consultants  and  twelve  demonstration  teach- 
ers has  been  chosen  for  their  ability  and  success  with  the  educational 
philosophy  and  practice  advocated  by  the  curriculum  program  of  Ala- 
bama and  several  other  southern  states. 

The  work  this  summer  is  designed  for  both  elementary  and  high 
school  teachers.  Features  of  the  program  are: 

1.  Demonstration  of  Elementary  and  High  School  Work. 

Both  the  elementary  and  high  demonstration  schools  will  be  the 
centers  around  which  the  Workshop  Program  will  revolve  . 

2.  An  Integrated  Program  of  Observation,  Work,  Study  and  Recreation. 

The  Workshop  Program  will  be  concerned  primarily  with  the 
philosophy,  methods,  techniques  and  materials  underlying  the  state 
curriculum  program.  In  accordance  with  their  needs  and  interests, 
teachers  in  the  program  will  work  with  and  study  together  in  small 
groups;  they  will  help  plan  the  work  of  the  demonstration  school; 
they  will  help  with  the  guidance  of  children;  they  will  develop  units 
of  work;  they  will  work  in  the  manual  and  fine  arts  shops;  they  will 
participate  in  music,  physical  activities  and  dancing;  they  will  plan  and 
participate  in  a  program  of  recreation  and  vital  living  experiences  while 
on  the  campus. 

Teachers  Eligible  for  Workshop  Program. 

Any  teacher  sincerely  interested  in  improving  her  work  with  chil- 
dren is  eligible  for  the  workshop. 

The  Workshop  Program  is  designed  for  teachers  who  expect  to 
devote  their  entire  time  to  it.  Provisions  will  be  made,  however,  by 
which  other  students  may  have  part  of  their  work  in  this  program. 

College  Credits  for  Workshop  Program. 

Undergraduate  credit  to  the  extent  of  6  or  7  semester  hours  in  3 
or  4  courses  may  be  chosen  from  most  of  the  education  courses  of- 
fered by  the  College  and  from  several  of  the  subject  matter  courses. 
Students  should  decide  at  registration  upon  those  courses  for  which 
they  desire  credit.  Their  work  in  the  Workshop  will  be  partly  deter- 
mined by  the  courses  for  which  they  desire  credit.  Workshop  credit 
may  be  taken  in  any  of  the  following  courses:

Cost  of  Workshop  Program. 

Those  attending  six  weeks  and  taking  six  semester  hours  of  credit 
will  pay  from  $100.00  to  $103.00  for  room,  board,  laundry  and  Col- 
lege Fee. 

Pupils  Eligible  for   Demonstration  School — Costs — 
Living  Arrangements. 

A  limited  number  of  pupils  outside  of  the  town  of  Montevallo 
can  be  accepted  in  the  Demonstration  Elementary  and  High  Schools. 
A  $3.00  registration  fee  will  be  charged  for  elementary  or  junior  high 
school  pupils.  Senior  high  pupils  will  pay  a  registration  fee  of  $4.00. 
Demonstration  School  pupils  may  live  with  parent  in  a  college  dormi- 
tory or  may  make  living  arrangements  in  town. 

Pupils  not  living  in  Montevallo  who  desire  to  attend  the  Demon- 
stration Schools  should  apply  to  the  Director  of  the  Summer  School  as 
early  as  possible. 

Recreational   Facilities 

Lake 

The  28-acre  lake  located  within  walking  distance  of  the  campus 
will  be  available  to  students  this  summer.  Provisions  will  be  made  for 
boating. 

Student  Camp  House 

The  Student  Camp  House,  located  on  a  hillside  overlooking  the 
lake,  includes  a  large  living  room,  dining  room,  completely  equipped 
kitchen  and  two  sleeping  porches  that  will  accommodate  48  overnight 
guests. 

Swimming  Pool 

The  new  indoor  swimming  pool  which  was  formally  opened  in 
December,  1951,  will  be  a  popular  place  this  summer.  The  pool  basin 
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is  75'x30'  and  the  depth  of  the  water  ranges  from  3'  to  9'  6".  The 
pool  capacity  is  approximately  118,000  gallons  and  there  is  a  complete 
recirculation  of  water  every  eight  hours.  Aluminum  doors  roll  up  to 
connect  the  pool  deck  with  the  sun  deck.  Swim  suits  and  towels  are 
provided  by  the  College. 


Summer  School  Chorus 


The  Music  Department  will  sponsor  a  Summer  School  Chorus  for 
those  interested  in  singing.  No  registration  will  be  required  and  no 
credit  offered.  Rehearsals  will  be  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings. 
Music  will  be  sacred,  secular,  folk,  national,  novelty,  etc. 

Field  House 

Facilities  are  available  here  for  badminton,  volley  ball,  table  tennis, 
shuffleboard,  social  dance,  square  dance  and  modern  dance. 

Sports  Field 

There  are  five  all-weather  and  five  clay  tennis  courts  available  to 
students  at  all  times.  An  archery  range,  badminton,  volley  ball  courts, 
Softball  diamonds  and  golf  games  are  also  available 

Entertainment  Features

Charges  for  children  living  in  the  dormitory  with  their  parent  or 
parents  are  as  follows: 

Any  child  under  8  years  of  age  will  pay  1/2  of  room,  board  and 
laundry.  A  child  8  years  of  age  and  under  12  years  of  age  will  pay 
2/3  of  the  regular  rate  for  room,  board  and  laundry.  Any  child  12  and 
over  will  pay  full  price  for  room,  board  and  laundry. 

Cost  for  Non-Credit  Short  Courses   and   Conferences 

Room,  board  and  laundry  for  those  desiring  to  spend  short  periods 
of  time  will  be  $3.50  a  day.  Special  fees  will  depend  upon  the  type 
of  work  and  upon  its  duration.  Information  as  to  fees  for  short  time 
work  will  be  furnished  upon  request. 

Refund  of  Fees 

No  fees,  except  those  for  room,  board  and  laundry,  will  be  re- 
funded to  those  students  who  resign  after  completing  their  registration 
for  a  summer  school  term. 

A  student  who  withdraws  before  completion  of  a  term  is  charged 
$1.90  per  day  for  room,  board,  and  laundry  from  the  opening  of  the 
term  until  notice  of  her  withdrawal  is  received  by  the  Dean  of  Students. 

Campus  and  Off-Campus  Room  and  Board  of 
Adults  and   Children 

Room  and  meals  on  the  college  campus  are  available  to  all  full- 
time  summer  school  students.  A  full-time  student  is  interpreted  as  one 
v/ho  is  pursuing  at  least  four  college  semester  hours.  Students  taking 
less  than  this  amount  of  work  are  not  privileged  to  secure  a  room  and 
take  meals  on  the  campus  except  by  special  permission  of  the  adminis- 
tration. 

Mature  undergraduate  students  and  graduate  students  may  secure 
room,  board,  or  facilities  for  light  housekeeping  in  many  homes  and 
apartment  houses  in  the  town  at  reasonable  rates.  Regular  Alabama 
College  students  and  others  under  21  years  of  age  must  have  the  ap- 
proval of  the  President  of  the  College  or  the  Director  of  the  Summer 
School  before  they  can  secure  living  accommodations  off  campus  du- 
ring the  summer  session. 

Family  Accommodations 

If  they  desire  to  do  so,  parents  attending  the  summer  school  may 
secure  room  and  board  on  the  campus  for  themselves  and  children. 
They  will  be  housed  in  Ramsay  Dormitory  and  will  take  their  meals 
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in  the  college  dining  room.  No  facilities  are  provided  on  the  campus 
for  light  housekeeping.  Rates  may  be  found  on  pages  12  and  13. 

A  private  nursery  school  will  operate  during  the  morning  hours, 
and  a  reasonable  tuition  fee  will  be  charged.  Children  of  elementary 
or  high  school  age  will  be  given  preference  as  to  places  in  the  Demon- 
stration Schools. 

Equipment 

The  entire  equipment  of  the  campus  is  available  for  use  of  Sum- 
mer School  students.  This  includes  dormitories,  dining  halls,  library, 
auditoriums,  administration  building,  music  building,  elementary  and 
high  school  buildings,  laundry,  home  management  house,  infirmary, 
gymnasium,  lake,  swimming  pool,   athletic  fields,  and  tennis  courts. 

The  library  will  be  open  every  day  of  this  Summer  School  session, 
excepting  Sundays,  on  the  following  schedule:  7:55  to  12:40  a.m., 
1:45  to  5:00  p.m.,  and  7:00  to  9:00  p.m.;  9:00  to  12:00  a.m.  and  2:00 
to  5:00  p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

College  students  may  purchase  textbooks  and  other  materials  at 
the  supply  store  in  Reynolds  Hall.  High  School  students  should  secure 
the  state-adopted  textbooks  from  some  local  depository. 

Each  student  must  furnish  pillow,  linen,  and  blankets  or  comforts. 
(Only  single  or  three-quarter  beds  are  used.) 

College  Credit 

College  students  will  have  the  privilege  of  working  to  remove  con- 
ditions or  to  secure  advanced  standing.  Courses  satisfactorily  completed 
in  the  Summer  School  will  be  credited  in  the  regular  session  provided 
they  form  a  part  of  the  regular  curriculum. 

Registration 

Registration  for  the  first  term  will  be  held  Monday,  June  11. 
Students  will  be  registered  on  later  dates,  but  full  credit  may  not  be 
given  for  those  entering  after  June  15.  Anyone  expecting  to  register 
after  June  15  should  communicate  with  the  Director  of  the  Summer 
School  as  to  credit  work  allowed  registrants.  Class  work  will  begin 
Tuesday,  June  12,  at  8:00  a.m.  All  students  who  have  not  registered 
and  paid  their  fees  by  12:00  noon  Wednesday,  June  13,  will  pay  the 
late  registration  fee  of  $2.00. 

Registration  for  the  second  term  will  be  held  on  the  afternoons 
of  July  19  and  20  for  those  in  attendance  the  first  term.  Others  may 
register  on  Monday,  July  23.  Classes  will  begin  on  Monday,  July  23, 
at  8:00  a.m.  All  students  who  have  not  registered  and  paid  their  fees 
by  12:00  noon  on  Wednesday,  July  25,  will  pay  a  late  registration 
fee  of  $2.00. 
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Admission  and  Room  Reservation 

Those  desiring  to  apply  for  admission  and  express  a  choice  for 
room  should  fill  out  an  Application  for  Admission  blank  and  mail  it 
to  Director  of  Summer  School.  With  the  application  a  room  reserva- 
tion fee  of  $5.00  by  money  order  or  check  should  be  enclosed.  Cash 
should  never  be  sent.  Upon  registration  the  first  day  of  the  summer 
term,  the  room  reservation  fee  will  be  credited  to  the  student's  account. 
Should  the  applicant  be  unable  to  attend,  the  $5.00  fee  will  be  re- 
funded only  if  the  Director  of  the  Summer  School  is  notified  by  June 
5.  The  Application  for  Admission  blank  is  enclosed  with  this  bulletin.

Introduction  of  New  Courses  and   Elimination 
of  Announced  Courses 

The  right  is  reserved  to  introduce  new  courses  for  which  there  is 
adequate  demand  and  to  eliminate  courses  for  which  the  enrollment 
is  insufficient.  Five  students  per  class  is  the  minimum  enrollment  except 
in  special  cases. 

Teachers'  Certificates 

Requirements  for  the  issuance  and  reinstatement  of  all  of  the  sev- 
eral types  of  Alabama  teachers'  certificates  may  be  met  by  work  com- 
pleted in  summer  school.  Those  interested  in  security  a  certificate 
through  summer  school  work  at  Alabama  College  may  obtain  full  in- 
formation from  the  Summer  School  Director.  Those  interested  in  re- 
instating a  certificate  are  requested  to  bring  their  old  one  with  them. 

The  liberal  arts  colleges  of  the  state  have  been  allowed  to  give 
training  for  and  to  apply  for  the  Class  D  and  Class  E  non-professional 
certificates,  provided  teachers  applying  for  these  certificates  have  held 
lower  grade  teaching  certificates  in  Alabama. 

Due  to  the  war  emergency,  the  Alabama  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation has  set  up  a  new  certificate  to  be  issued  until  further  notice. 

The  Defense  Certificate  will  be  issued  upon  request  of  a  county 
or  city  superintendent  to  a  person  who  has  had  as  much  as  one  year  of 
college  work.  This  is  not  a  regular  teaching  certificate,  and  the  holder 
is  not  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  tenure  law.

A  student  may  earn  a  maximum  of  one  unit  of  work  in  the  Senior 
High  School.  This  may  be  one  unit  in  a  single  subject  or  two  half  units. 
No  fee  will  be  charged  other  than  the  registration  fee. 

Elementary,  Junior  High  or  Senior  High  pupils  outside  of  Monte- 
vallo  will  be  admitted  to  the  Demonstration  Schools.  Pupils  desiring 
work  in  any  of  the  three  divisions  should  make  application  as  early  as 
possible.  Children  whose  mothers  are  in  the  Summer  School  will  be 
given  preference  in  the  Demonstration  Schools. 

Elementary,  Junior  High  or  Senior  High  pupils  outside  of  Monte- 
vallo  will  be  allowed  to  live  in  the  college  dormitory  provided  they 
are  living  with  their  parent  or  parents.
